By popular demand, many well-known monster and marvel movies have been remade.

THE MUMMY; THE UNHOLY 3, to name a few. And so it was, in 1943, that THE PHAN- 
TOM OF THE OPERA was brought to life for 
the second time. Inissue 9 we told in our 


pages how Lon Chaney played him—now 
turn back the clock 24 years to the time 
Claude Rains donned the Phantom Mask! 
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“The mad mob falls upon the madman 
and destroys him,”’ we reported in FM #9 as 
we described the closing moments of the 
climax of the 1925 version. “Erik is no more. 
The Phantom has passed into legend.” 

Ah, but can you keep a good phantom 
down? Or a bad one?! 

In the midst of World War II, the Phan- 
tom returned—a horror to take America’s 
mind for a moment off horrors like Hitler 
and the Nazi Beasts. 
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catacombs. 


Lantern in hand, The Phantom makes light of his underground 
haunt, of which daughter takes dim view. 


Claude Rains pulls his coat collar up around his throat 
and prepares for a long cold night of haunting in the 


heads of the audience, sways as Claudin se- 
cretly manipulates it, and, suddenly, breaks 
loose from its fastening! 

The great mass of glass plummets to the 
floor like an elevator with its cable cut! 

Screams drown out the singers on the 
stage as innocent members of the audience 
are maimed and crushed in their seats, some 
turned in a terrifying instant to moaning 
bodies, others lifeless bloody corpses. 

It is an awful thing the Phantom has 
done—and it is not the last. 


the hands of erique 


Like the Hands of Orlac, the hands of 
Erique now become killer’s hands. For, 
when his further demands are flouted, he 
strangles first the chief female singer and 
then her maid! The musician’s hands which 
once gently held a violin have become the 
violent instruments of murder. 

His reason is now entirely gone. The 
Phantom kidnaps his own daughter. Chris- 
tine is unaware that this horrible creature 
is her father for he hides his awful disfigure- 
ment behind a mask. 

But in the picture’s climax, Christine un- 
masks the scarfaced Claudin in a scene that 
brought screams as it did 18 years before. 
Although his make-up was nothing like Lon 
Chaney’s, Claude Rains was a terrifying 
sight to behold, and not only did his daugh- 
ter nearly faint, but all the faint-hearted 
people in the live theater audience!

The incredible unveiling continues. One man 
cries: Look!

Later, Griffin appears in the study of his 
friend Kemp.

Academy Award 


Claude Rains never got an Oscar, tho he 
came close several times. I would have given 
him one for this sequence of hair-raising dra- 
ma in THE INVISIBLE MAN when his sweet- 
heart Flora (Gloria Stuart) tried to reason 
with his disintegrating brain: 

Flora: ‘Thank God you’re home, Jack.” 

Griffin: ‘‘I would have come to you at once, 
Flora—but for this. How beautiful you look! 
Hunh . that funny little hat—I always 
liked it.” Pauses; notes: ‘‘You’ve been cry- 
ing!” 

Flora, tearfully: “I want to help you. Why 
did you do this, Jack?” 

Griffin: ‘For you, Flora.” 

“For me?” 

““Yes—for you, my darling. I wanted to do 
something tremendous . . . to do what men 
of science have dreamt of since the world 
began. To gain wealth & fame & honor; to 
write my name above the greatest scientists 
of all time. I was poor—so pitifully poor—I 
had nothing to offer you, Flora. I was just a 
poor struggling chemist.” 

Rains’ voice begins to quiver, to rise with 
emotion. “I shall come back to you, Flora, 
very soon now. The secret of invisibility lies 
there, in my books. I shall work in Kemp’s 
laboratory until I find a way back—there is 
a way back, Flora! And then I shall come to

you. I shall offer my secret to the world, with 
all its terrible power. The nations of the world 
will bid for it—thousands, millions! The nation 
that wins my secret can sweep the world with 
invisible armies!”’ 

Flora tries to calm him. ‘Jack! I want you 
to let my father help you. You know how 
clever he is. He’ll work with you, day & 
night, until you find that second secret, the 
one that will bring you back to me.” 

Rains scoffs. ‘‘Your father! Clever? Ha! You 
think he can help me? He’s got the brain of 
a tapeworm—a maggot—beside mine. Don’t 
you see what it means? Power! Power to rule. 
to make the world grovel at my feet!” 

Grovel. The way Rains said it, distorting 
the soundtrack with the power of his pro- 
nunciation. . . the pure, wonderful, incredible 
feeling with which he invested the world .. . 
the way it sounded, like gravel dragged over 
ground glass by a vulture’s claw... Grovel! 
—he made an unforgettable motion picture 
moment out of the force, fervor, fever, fanatic- 
ism with which he delivered the single word. 


frightened to death 


Flora tries desperately to reason with Grif- 
fin. “Jack! Listen to me! Listen! My father 
found a note in your room. He knows some- 
thing about monocaine even you don’t know: 
it alters you ... changes you. . . makes you 
feel—differently. Father believes the power of 
this will go if you know what you’re fighting. 
He can help you. Oh, come and stay with us— 
let’s fight this thing out together!” But her 
plea falls on ears both invisible and—deaf. 
Rains continues to rage: ‘‘Power, I said. Power 
to walk into the gold vaults of the nations, 
into the secrets of kings, into the Holy of 
Holies! Power to send multitudes running 
squealing in terror . 

Squealing in terror—another dramatic line 
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delivered with dynamic force. 
. . at the touch of my little invisible 
finger.” 

He faces the Heavens. 

“The Moon’s frightened of me, frightened 
to death! The whole world’s frightened to 
death!” 

Off screen a dog howls, concluding one of 
ed most magnetic scenes ever captured on 

m. 

A triumph for Rains. 

And at the end of the picture, just be- 
fore he finally became visible in death, he 
was given one of the classic lines to utter, a 
cliche to be heard in every other monster, 
horror & science movie of the 30s (and com- 
pletely contrary to the spirit of HGWells’ 
work): ‘I meddled in things man must leave 
alone.” 

James Whale, of FRANKENSTEIN fame, in- 
sisted on Rains for the part and directed him. 


more weird roles 


The parts that followed for Rains—in CRIME 
WITHOUT PASSION, THE MAN WHO RE- 
CLAIMED HIS HEAD, THE MYSTERY OF 
EDWIN DROOD and THE CLAIRVOYANT 
—were not exactly horror roles but there 
was something out of the ordinary about 
each of them. 

I am a monster, he said in CRIME WITH- 
OUT PASSION to Margo, the actress who 
some years later was to portray the cen- 
turies-old woman of Shangri-La who attempt- 
ed to leave the Tibetan Utopia with the man 
she loved and aged like ‘‘She”’ and lost her 
life beyond the LOST HORIZON. I am a 
monster, said Rains; I have to take women 
apart ... to see what makes them tick. A 
telling performance was Rains’ as a brilliant 
lawyer with a twisted brain in CRIME WITH- 
OUT PASSION. 
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In THE MAN WHO RECLAIMED HIS 
HEAD, Rains fought munitions makers who, 
behind the scenes, were setting the nations 
of the world at each other’s throats, manipu- 
lating wars so that profits could be made from 
the sale of more guns, tanks, planes, bombs 
. .. Rains considered that Lionel Atwill had, 
in effect, stolen his. brains—his head—and so 
Rains reclaimed his head from Atwill’s shoul- 
ders ... and scared the audience to death by 
carrying around a sinister hatbox thruout the 
picture. Everyone was always afraid he was 
going to open that box! 

Charles Dickens wrote, but never finished, 
“The Mystery of Edwin Drood’’. When it was 
completed as a screenplay, Claude Rains 
played the doomed Jasper, singer with a 
hypnotic voice that enslaved its listeners, 
at the same time his own body & mind were 
enslaved by a dreaded demon—opium! 

London-born, in 1935, Rains returned to 
the metropolis of his birth to star in THE 
CLAIRVOYANT, adapted from the novel of 
the same name. With him as his co-star was 
Ann Darrow (the bride of Kong)—otherwise 
known as Fay Wray! In this interesting pic- 
ture Rains put on a fake mind-reading act 
but came to realize that he could indeed fore- 
tell the future! With disastrous results. Maur- 
ice Elvey, who 5 years earlier had played 
the President of the Federated Atlantic States 
in HIGH TREASON, the prophetic picture 
that looked 10 years into the future, directed 
Rains in this somewhat fantastic film that 
looked into the future in a different fashion. 
A journalist of the time (1935) reported of 
Rains that, ‘‘He is sturdily built and has a 
fine head topped by thick black hair which 
has a habit of falling forwards. He has very 
penetrating, mysterious brown eyes and a dy- 
namic voice, which is just as attractive in 
real life as on the talking screen. His power- 
ful hands are continually opening & closing in 
FAMOUS MONSTERS OF FILMLAND 


Prof. Challenger’s greatest challenge:

a nervous gesture when he talks, and when . 
he gets particularly excited, one eyebrow 
shoots up.” 


the real Rains 


The late star was married six times, once 
more than Bela Lugosi. One marriage—to a 
concert pianist & professor of music, Agi 
Jambor, lasted only 6 months. He was very 
devoted to his last wife, Rosemary Clark 
Schrode, writer & painter, who preceeded 
him in death. 

Rains was only 5’6” tall but like Napoleon, 
another small man, towered because of his 
powerful personality. 

Born on 10 November 1889, he made his 
stage debut six years later in Sweet Nell of 
Old Drury in a London theater. He became 
a call-boy at His Majesty’s Theatre; later, 
stage prompter; finally was promoted to the 
important post of assistant stage manager, 
a position he maintained for 7 years. At the 
age of 16 he played his first really important 
part on the stage in The Gods of the Moun- 
tains. The title was to prove prophetic, for 
on the Olympian heights of horror greats, 
Rains was to become a name to conjure with 
along with Chaney, Karloff, Lugosi, Lorre 
and Lee. 

His New York stage roles ranged from im- 
portant parts in The Bluebird and Androcles 
and the Lion to The Devil’s Disciple and 
Darkness at Noon. 


back from hell 


Like millions of other men, Claude Rains 
fought in World War I: When war broke out 
in 1914 he was in America and hastily re- 
turned to England where he enlisted as a 
private. 

He spent over 3 years on the Western Front 
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a

in France. 

And once, when a shell exploded and hurled 
a herd of sandbags thru the air, they landed 
on Capt. Rains and almost buried him alive 
in a trench. 

But he survived and returned to the Broad- 
way stage where he scored further successes 
in such plays as Miracle at Verdun, He, The 
Moon in the Yellow River and The Good Earth. 


a forgotten film 


There are certain pictures, either outright 
fantasies or with some fantastic element to 
them, that you have to hunt far & wide to 
find anyone who ever saw them. Or ever re- 
members even having heard of them. Seldom 
if ever revived; few if any stills, pressbooks 
or posters on them seeming to have survived; 
like burned books living on only in the minds 
of the memory-people in FAHRENHEIT 451, 
these motion pictures cling precariously to 
life. Such titles as: THE MYSTERY OF LIFE 
... TURN BACK THE CLOCK... LIFE 
RETURNS . . . SIX HOURS TO LIVE... 
SUPERNATURAL ... ONCE IN A NEW 
MOON ... IT’S GREAT TO BE ALIVE... 
KRAKATIT . . . MEN MUST FIGHT... 
ONE GLORIOUS DAY ... FORGOTTEN 
COMMANDMENTS. .. and STRANGE HOL- 
IDAY. 
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One of these Forgotten Films starred Claude 
Rains. 

Arch Oboler wrote it, the Oboler who script- 
ed FIVE, BWANA DEVIL and THE BUBBLE. 

It was STRANGE HOLIDAY, a 1946 film 
made before the outcome of World War II 
had been decided. Claude Rains went on a 
little fishing trip in upstate New York and 
when he came back he found his home town 
strangely—sinisterly—changed. The Nazishad 
taken over and everyday life for an American 
was now horror of the worst sort: enslave- 
ment for a nation of men with a tradition of 
freedom. 


farewell to a master 


The night of the day we had all heard the 
word that Claude Rains had died, I was with 
Ray Bradbury, Robert Bloch and Fritz Lang 
(QUEEN OF BLOOD) Harrington film in which 
Bela Lugosi is included in one brief coffin 
scene. We were all depressed by Rains’ death. 
I asked Lang if he had ever directed him but 
he had not. “But I know he was a great ta- 
lent,” he said. ‘Amen to that,” said Robert 
Bloch. ‘‘One of the greatest. He brought the 
undeniable stamp of authority to every role 
he played. He can never be replaced.” And 
on June ist, Ray Bradbury wrote this Open 
Letter for readers of FM: 

FAMOUS MONSTERS OF FILMLAND 


To say that Claude Rains influenced a whole 
generation of fantasy fans, or just plain lov- 
ers of fine acting, would be stating the ob- 
vious. I think I saw some of his films as 
many as 7 or 8 times. His portrayal of THE 
INVISIBLE MAN when I was 13 years old 
remains a splendid memory and, in fact, a 
film that can hold its own today. 

I was touched and moved by the fact that 
on the night of his death, Claude Rains was 
appearing as the ventriloquist in my AND 
SO DIED RIABOUCHINSKA on television, 
for the Alfred Hitchcock Presents show. 

It is a good thing to know that Mr. Rains 
will be around, one way or another, for the 
rest of our lives. 

A few days later Alex Gordon, the pro- 
ducer, told me of the time he met Rains 
while Rains was making THE LOST WORLD. 
‘‘A marvelous actor, and I had hoped to bring 
him out of semi-retirement for a role in my 
next picture.”’ So, had he lived, we mighthave 
seen Claude Rains in MONSTER IN MY 
BLOOD. 


the curtain falls... 


. . . But, as Ray Bradbury pointed out, 
there’ll always be curtain calls for Claude 
Rains. A short while after his death an extra- 
ordinary film played in Los Angeles: CASA- 
BLANCA. It was shocking to realize that 
practically everyone in it was dead. But, 
phoenix-like, risen from the grave thru the 
miracle of the motion picture, were: 

Humphrey Bogart—who starred in THE RE- 
TURN. OF DR. X. 

Peter Lorre-—MAD LOVE, THE BEAST 
WITH 5 FINGERS, M, an endless list. 

Sydney Greenstreet-—THE MALTESE FAL- 
CON, and the man who should have starred 
in a remake of 7 FOOTPRINTS TO SATAN. 

Conrad Veidt—THE CABINET OF DR. CA- 
LIGARI, THE MAN WHO LAUGHS, F.P.1, 
JANUS-FACED. 

Ingrid Bergman—DR. JEKYLL & MR. 
HYDE (Tracy version), SPELLBOUND. (Of 
course Ingrid Bergman is alive & well some- 
where in Europe.) 

And CLAUDE RAINS, a bantam cock of a 
crooked police inspector in one of his most 
slick, suave, sophisticated, debonair, rascally 
& disarming roles. 

Two daughters survive him, 

Claude Rains himself leaves us with a pro- 
found thought which he found comforting after 
the loss of his last wife. He quoted this, in 
his own handwriting, to two young FM fans 
who share it with us, one of the last observa- 
tions by our departed hero: 

“T wept because I had no shoes 
Until I saw a man who had no FEET”’ 

He is telling us things could be worse. He 
might have been killed in the First World 
War. He might never have made any pic- 
tures (and he made over 30) at all. 

Au revoir but not goodby, Claude Rains. In 
our minds’ eyes you will always be visible.

Like Peter Lorre before him in his famous 
role in MAD LOVE, Donald Pleasence sacri- 
ficed his hair for horror. On Yul Brynner a 
nice shiny head of skin makes women faint 
with rapture but a bald Donald Pleasence?— 
just someone to snarl at and capture. 

Of course The Scar—all horrible 7” of it— 
helps Pleasence’s unpleasant appearance, 
starting as it does an inch above his right 
eye and running in a ragged line down his 
cheek and below his mouth. But, oddly 
enough, Pleasance doesn’t consider the make- 
up that important to the characterization. He 
says something that Lon Chaney Sr. might 
well have said: “Evil comes from within.” 

But presentday producers want to show 
evil to their audiences, hence the unusual 
make-up. It almost cost Pleasance a friend 
however. ‘“‘This friend of mine was convinced 
I designed the make-up just to rib him be- 
cause he, you see, doesn’t have any hair— 
and he does have a long scar! 

“I thought he’d decided to forgive & forget 
recently when he gave me a present of some 
tropical fish but when I went to feed them I 
found out they were piranhas!” 

Piranhas, in case you are not familiar with 
the name, are tiny tropical fish with teeth 
like sharks and appetites like whales. In the 
picture, Ernst Stavros Blofeld (that’s Pleas- 
ance) keeps a tankful of piranhas as pets 
“Before taking the part I read the script 
twice,’’ he confided to FM, ‘to make sure I 
didn’t get eaten by the piranhas in my tank.”

Briefly, in issue #46... 1 told how in April 
a London to Los Angeles flight was made by 


In what was billed _ 


as “his first major press party in 40 years,” _ 
Boris Karloff appeared at the world-famous 


Magic Castle in Hollywood in conjunction with 


Decca Records’ release of his unique monster 


album, An Evening with Boris Karloff & His — 


Friends. 

Learned during the exciting evening were 
such interesting facts as: 
nie’ title of his next picture—BEFORE I 
_ The title behind the title ofa pay title, 
BIMI: BIMI was the name of the full length 
version of Karloff’s early serial, KING OF 
THE WILD. 

What he got paid for his first movie job: 
$5 a day! _ 
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Being made up for his vampiric role as The Wurdalak in BLACK SABBATH. (Foto by Gianni Assenza.) 


And a new mystery was born: THE GREEN 
GHOST. Karloff mentioned a couple of times 
during his visit to the Castle that he appear- 
ed in such a picture. But experts such as Alex 
Gordon, Bob Bloch, even FM’s editor, were 
baffled. 

Now go on with the story... 


about bela— 


“Mr. Karloff,” a reporter asked, ‘“‘what could 
you tell us about Bela Lugosi? Were you 
good friends?” 

“No, we really didn’t socialize. You see, 
our lives, our tastes, were quite different. 
Ours was simply a professional relationship. 
But I have warm recollections of him as a 
fine actor and a great technician. And I'll 
tell you a story on myself, about Bela: 

“It was during the making of SON OF 
FRANKENSTEIN, the 3d & lastime I played 
the monster.” (Purists insist that he played 
the role 4 times but I was interested to note 
—and record for posterity—that the Master 
himself did not refer to his brief resurrection 
of the Monster on TV in the Route 66 seg- 
ment.) ‘‘Bela was a big man, and I was sup- 
posed to pick him up and carry him. I put 
one wrist beneath his knees, the other be- 
bind his neck—and lifted. 

“T hadn’t lifted a pound!”’ 
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Eyebrows lifted and a gale of laughter rose 
at this anecdote. 

Karloff continued. ‘I met Lon Chaney Sr. 
He did all his own make-up, you know—de- 
signed & executed it. A fine actor. I think it 
a dead certainty I wouldn’t be sitting here 
now if Chaney had lived and done FRANKEN- 
STEIN. 

“Thad made GRAFT at UniversalandJames 
Whale saw me and wanted me to test for the 
part of the monster. I had no idea of the im- 
portance of the role but Jack Pierce knew, he 
stalled the test 2 weeks while working on the 
make-up and the make-up sold the part.” 

Don Post commented from the audience: 
“It was the most impressive, frightening film 
to that time.” 


MRS. monster...and the 
“son’ of frankenstein 


All this while a charming quiet blond lady 
had sat by Mr. Karloff’s side; his wife. One of 
the reporters asked: ‘‘How does Mrs. Karloff 
feel about your fiendish performances?” 

Karloff was not embarrassed to admit: ““My 
wife is a woman of great taste—she has seen 
very very few of my pictures!” 

After the laughter died down, he added: 
“In fact it was only last year that she saw 
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“Hush, Hush, Sweet Virginial” says Karloff to Miss Mayo in THE SECRET LIFE OF WALTER MITTY. 


FRANKENSTEIN for the firstime.”’ 

The Karloffs are very good friends of the 
Blochs, and later on Mrs. Karloff remarked 
to me: ‘You know, Elly Bloch & I are in the 
same boat, so to speak—we’re both cowards 
where our husband’s films are concerned! 
That remarkable Mrs. Bloch flies her own 
airplane—but she’s never seen Bob’s PSYCHO 
or any other of his scary pictures. Says she’s 
be frightened to death!”’ 

FM’s editor once showed me a foto of a fair- 
ly fleshy individual, a sort of Victor Buono 
type, signed “Boris Karloff Jr.” or ‘‘the son 
of Karloff’—something like that, I forget ex- 
actly what. I had often wondered about it, 
being aware that Karloff has a daughter but 
having been unable to track down any evi- 
dence that he had a son. I was mulling over 
in my mind if it would be advisable to ask 
him this question publicly, wondering if there 
were some private sorrow attached to the 
son and the inquiry might prove tactless, 
when suddenly it popped out of the mouth 
of someone else. 

The answer was quite simple and caused 
Karloff no pain. 

“Ah, yes,” he said. ‘“*‘Tony’ Karloff. No re- 
lation whatsoever. But many years ago this 
young man wrote and asked permission touse 
the name, in connection with some mystery 
stage act he was putting on, I believe, and I 
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attached no particular value to the name at 
the time so I gave him permission to go 
ahead.” 

bela... “the bells”... and frye 

One very interesting question was cleared 
up: 
“Mr. Karloff, did you ever see Bela Lugosi 
do DRACULA?” 

And the answer, an affirmative: 

“Yes, on the stage.” 

Another question: ‘Can you tell us any- 
thing about Dwight Frye?” 

“Not really. We met when he played the 
swarf in the first FRANKENSTEIN. I know 
nothing about his outside life.”” (He may not 
have been aware that Frye died in ’46.) 

Robert Bloch asked: ‘‘About your make-up 
in THE BELLS—” 

Karloff anticipated his question. ‘You mean 
the Caligari-type make-up,” he said. ‘Ah, 
yes—that was over 40 years ago... 1926, 
to be precise, I believe. The first make-up they 
gave me made me look like Svengali, and 
Lionel Barrymore, the picture’s star, said, 
‘No, that’s no good,’ and, since I was sup- 
posed to be a sinister mesmerist, he went to 
work transforming me into a kind of Werner 
Krauss. A marvelous man, a great man, 
Lionel; so stimulating to work with.” 
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You can’t go Wong with Karloff as an Oriental. His most famous Eastern menace was Fu Manchu but here we bring 
you a side & front view of him in his lesser known characterization as Mr. Wong in the “House of Hate” film known 
as THE MYSTERY OF MR. WONG. 


looking backward 


The week after Karloff’s party, this story 
was released by Associated Press Movie-TV 
Writer Bob Thomas: 

Hollywood, Apr. 12—Last week they gave 
Boris Karloff a party—the first in his honor 
during almost a half-century in Hollywood. 

The occasion was the release of a Decca al- 
bum, An Evening with Boris Karloff & His 
Friends, which features scenes from the 
actor’s films including FRANKENSTEIN, 
BRIDE OF FRANKENSTEIN & SON OF 
FRANKENSTEIN. 

The site for the party was natural enough: 
The Magic Castle, a spooky old mansion off 
Franklin Ave. where magicians meet. It’s a 
club where diners & drinkers are sometimes 
joined by vampires & monsters, presumably 
imitated by Magic Castle personnel. 

Karloff seemed at home in such surround- 
ings and he responded with his usual good 
humor. Unlike some stars who resent being 
typed in their most famous roles, the London- 
born actor (real name: William Henry Pratt) 
has always spoken affectionately of the cliff- 
browed monster he first played in 1931. 

“I am a very lucky man,” he reflected. 
“Here I am in my 80th year (he’ll reach the 
mark Nov. 23) and I am still able to earn 
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my bread & butter at my profession. I am 
one of that very small family of the human 
race who happens to thoroughly enjoy’ his 
work. If I didn’t enjoy it, I wouldn’t go on.” 

Despite a leg brace to aid an arthritic knee, 
he maintains an active schedule. He & his 
wife now live in a London flat and a cottage 
in Hampshire, England, but he comes here 
twice a year for films. During the past year 
he also made an J Spy in Spain and starred 
in THE SORCERORS in London. 

Karloff is now in his 11th year of a Reader’s 
Digest radio program which is carried by 
400 U.S. stations. He tapes the daily show 
wherever he goes. 

He had a lively run in recent years mak- 
ing horror pictures for American-International, 
along with pals Lon Chaney Jr., Basil Rath- 
bone & Peter Lorre—‘I miss Peter terribly; 
he was a delightful man and a truly original 
actor—there was none like him.” 

“I’m here to finish up BEFORE I DIE, which 
is a story similar to that campus sniping in 
Texas,” he said. “I also hope to get the 
script of the next film, which I’m looking for- 
ward to. I understand it’s a jungle film, and 
I play a kind of Albert Schweitzer.” 

Boris Karloff as Albert Schweitzer??!! 
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Peter Bogdanovich, 26, wrote BEFORE I 
DIE to bring ‘ta new dimension to horror.” 
He costars in his own script with Karloff. And, 
incidentally, the title has been changed to 
TARGETS. 

“TARGETS,” says Bogdanovich of his pic- 
ture, “contrasts two kinds of horror, the kind 
represented by Boris Karloff and the sense- 
less kind so prevalent today—a man walks 
into a beauty shop and kills 6 people or 
climbs a tower and starts sniping away. In 
the past people were killed usually by strang- 
ulation or by a knife. Now a machine does it 
for you. The horror of modern killing is that 
you can kill somebody and not get blood on 
you—not be physically stained. 

‘With Boris I have tried to exploit his screen 
character.” Basically, Boris plays himself! A 
79-year-old character actor, famous for a life- 
time of portraying horror parts. (Excuse me— 
Karloff hates the word. Let us rather, in 
deference to the grand old star who has so 
deftly delineated so many macabre roles, re- 
fer to them in the language he prefers, “tales 
of terror.’’) 


karloff & kevin 


Hollywood critic & reporter, Kevin Thomas, 
recorded this anecdote: 


The chauffeur-driven limousine pulled up to 
the drive-in box office. Tuxedo-clad Boris Kar- 
loff leaned out the rear window and asked to 
speak with the manager. 

Altho the lights & cameras made clear that 
he was acting, the patrons of the Reseda Drive- 
In, long accustomed to seeing him on the 
screen, were no less startled to find him in 
such an unlikely setting. Indeed, it was the 
firstime in his life that Boris Karloff had ever 
been at a drive-in—in person. 

And when it came time to complete the 
climax of TARGETS, inside the crowded out- 
door theater he soon took the play away from 
the movie that was being shown. 


a final word from 
the fine old gentleman 


As he concluded his interview at The Magic 
Castle, Karloff observed: 

“My leg in a steel brace... operating with 
only half alung... why, it’s a public scandal 
that I’m still around! But, as long as people 
want me, I feel an obligation to go on per- 
forming. After all, every time I act I provide 
employment for a fleet of doubles!”’

birth of a monster 


For Glenn Sherrard of Louisville, Ky., it all 
began when he was about 12. “I got a copy 
of FAMOUS MONSTERS and read it thor- 
oughly,” he tells us, ‘eagerly absorbing all 
items contained. Then I began to collect them, 
and as a result I started collecting any & 
all material on the subject of horror. It really 
has grown on me. 

“T suppose that I really got involved when 
I started buying plastic models of the mon- 
sters. Soon I was making my own. Life-size, 
naturally! At the age of 13, I made my first 
Frankenstein, Wolf Man, Mummy. These were 
very crude, tho, and I was still not at all

“HORROR OF DRACULA with Chris Lee 
came & went in my home town and left within 
me a desire to do Dracula as powerfully as 
Lee had made the Count. I joined Lee’s club 
(by an ad in FM) and soon started to utilize 
make-up. By now I had appeared at a local 
Drive-in with the entire display and myself 
as Dracula. The manager has now made it a 
practice to hand me all the info, posters, etc., 
on horror shows there. 

“Last year I decided to tackle the remake

of HORROR OF DRACULA with myself in 
the title role. As I could never succeed unless 
it was an exact duplicate, I did all the work 
myself. This ranged from set construction, 
costumes, filming, editing, make-up, lighting, 
props, special effects, and actually ALL the 
work. Only the scenes in which I appeared 


were filmed by a friend.” 


amazing accuracy 


Glenn even built a coach for the chase 
scene... had the teeth custom-made and 
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fitted like Lee’s . . . but hand’t any money 
left for the lenses. ‘‘So to duplicate the blood- 
shot eyes I used a method that I don’t recom- 
mend to anyone, namely, putting a quantity 
of make-up blood in each eye. The effect was 
terrifically real—it was also very painful, for 
the blood would wash out every 2 minutes, 
and as some scenes like the death scene re- 
quired 8 hours to film, I had to repeat the 
process far too much. But it was worth it.” 

Glenn also built all the castle furniture, 
walls, columns and fashioned his own stain 
glass windows.

“My future plans consists of 3 FACES OF 
FEAR, a trilogy which includes stores of a 
werewolf, ghoul & ghost. 


“This fall & winter will find me replaying 
the undead count in REVENGE OF DRAC- 
ULA, a sequel to PRINCE OF DARKNESS, 
for which I have written a taut script which 
will introduce fresh ideas and a new story. 
My story features the return of Van Helsing.” 
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Interviewed by a local reporter, Glenn, who 
is a high school graduate, explained: ‘‘Horror 
is quite popular. Large fan clubs for actors 
who appear in macabre films exist in many 
cities and several fan magazines cater to 
folks who enjoy being scared for fun. 

‘“‘Why are horror films so popular? Because 
they provide the best form of ecapism. Some- 
one can become a spy or at least meet one 
but it is not likely they’ll ever really meet a 
vampire or monster.” 

One thing’s for sure: whoever meets Glenn 
Sherrard meets a dedicated disciple of the

Spencer Tracy. Early in his career he went 
to Hell. That isn’t meant to sound as bad as 
it does. The fact is, that in 1936 Spencer 
Tracy starred in a remake of the Italian silent 
classic, DANTE’S INFERNO. During the 
course of this film he was givema guided tour 
of the Underworld, the Devil’s domain of lost 
souls, fire & brimstone, eternal punishment 
for dead sinners. 

Eleven years later at the same studio—Fox 
—Tracy made a color film which was included 
in Walt Lee’s famous Science Fiction & Fan- 
tasy Film Checklist (published in ’58 and 
unfortunately long out of print) under the 
heading of “borderline science fiction com- 
edy.” It was called DESK SET. 

Star of the best JEKYLL & HYDE, of 
course—Frederic March—is, happily, still very 
much with us. Mr. March, in fact, won an 
Academy Award for his role in Stevenson’s 
great fright film. But Spencer Tracy’s ver- 
sion (1941) has probably been seen by more 
people, and while he didn’t win an Oscar for 
it, he did get an Oscar twice in his long 
career in films. 
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Spencer Tracy was born on 5 April 1900 
and passed away on 10 June 1967. He was 
one of the screen’s most beloved actors. 


the baritone & the phantom 


Nelson Eddy. 

He played Anatole in the Universal remake 
of 1943 of THE PHANTOM OF THE OPERA. 

When the chandelier crashed in the crowded 
Opera, he was there. 

When Christine fainted, he was there to 
catch her. 

When the Phantom kidnapped Christine, 
Nelson was there to rescue her. 

He made no specialty of appearing in films 
of fantasy but rather made his reputation as 
costar with Jeannette MacDonald in a num- 
ber of the most popular musical romances 
ever filmed. But whenever Claude Rains men- 
aces again in THE PHANTOM OF THE OP- 
ERA, Nelson Eddy will live again. 

He was born on 29 June 1901 and died on 
6 March 1967. 
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JUST IMAGINE a rocket to Mars in 1930! That's when this film about 1980 was made. Mia Sinatra’s mother was the 
leading lady in it (same Maureen O'Sullivan who played Jane in the Johnny Weissmuller Tarzan pictures) and she’s 
still alive—but recently died, Kenneth Harlan, the villain of the picture, and Mischa Auer, seen in cape at left of ladder, 
pointing with umbrella, 


just imagine! 


Death did a strange thing: not only did He 
take Nelson Eddy on the 6th of March but the 
day before He took Mischa Auer (born 17 
Nov. 1905, died 5 Mar. ’67). 

Fans of fantastic motion pictures who were 
alive in 1930 will remember one of Auer’s 
earliest film appearances as a son of mystery 
in the amazing prediction of 50 years in the 
future, JUST IMAGINE. JUST IMAGINE was 
the first sound film about a trip to Mars, and 
prophecied a World of Indexed Numbers. in 
1980. Maureen O’Sullivan, for instance, was 
LN-18; the hero was J-21. And by an incred- 
ible coincidence, out of all the number & let- 
ter combinations that could have been dream- 
ed up for a name, Mischa Auer was called 
B-36 . . . a famous bomber that didn’t come 
into existence till World War 2! 

Many years later, toward the end of his 
career, Mischa Auer made a fantastic film 
in France called BY FOOT, HORSE & SPUT- 
NIK! A still from it shows him defying grav- 
ity and floating in a weightless condition in- 
side a futuristic spaceship.

Auer was in a virtually unknown fright 
film, perhaps British in origin, called MARK 
OF TERROR. 

And, if memory serves correctly, in the 
1950 Columbia release of an Italian film, 
FAUST & THE DEVIL. 

Back in 1932 he made THE MONSTER 
WALKS. 

In 1965 in New York, at a rare showing of 
the hours-long silent French serial THE VAM- 
PIRES, a very ill-looking Mischa Auer was 
observed viewing the picture in the packed 
auditorium. ‘ 

Turning back the clock to his best-known 
horror film, CONDEMNED TO LIVE, the edi- 
tor quotes (following) the very review which 
he had published in mid-1936, a short time 
after seeing the film, when it was quite fresh 
in his mind . . . a mind, incidentally, which 
was only 20 years old at the time.

condemned to live 


To a small town in an obscure country of 
the 19th century, comes terror by night—a 
series of mystery murders, after dark. The 
superstitious villagers give a supernatural 
explanation to the shocking events—claim they 
are at the mercy of a Vampire Bat! They 
appeal to Dr. Kristahn (Ralph Morgan), kind- 
ly counsellor of the village, for advice. “Bolt 
your doors and burn your lights!”

Dr. Kristahn is to be married. In anticipa- 
tion of this occasion, his best & oldest friend 
arrives from another country. Kristahn tells 
him of a strange illness he has been suffer- 
ing: often at nights, he has terrific head- 
aches, accompanied by dizzy spells; his mind 
blanks, he is unconscious of what may occur. 
His friend is visibly worried but offers no ex- 
planation. 

That night, when his house has retired, Dr. 
Kristahn goes to his study. He reads a bit 
by candlelight, until—his head begins to hurt. 
The pain pyramids unendurably; he falls un- 
conscious. ; 

The candle is used up. It’s dark. Slowly 
Kristahn’s head raises. He departs his desk, 
moves to the moonlit window. As he gazes at 
our satellite, an unholy expression floods his 
face. His hands become clutching claws; his 
labored breath clucks in his throat; his coun- 
tenance is transformed to a visage horrify- 
ing, inhuman! He steals into the night... 


death in the dark 


Days pass. Death continues to strike from 
the dark. Kristahn is becoming somehow sus- 
picious he, himself, may be the beast; while 
his friend seems strongly to suspect. The 
friend makes Kristahn’s financee’s father 
swear he will not leave his daughter alone a 
moment. He further advises Kristahn to re- 
lease the girl from her engagement, until such 
a time as he shall again be a well man. Kris- 
tahn goes to perform this mission at night. 
On his way thru a black forest; his head 
swirls; he trips, falls—and transforms! When 
he arrives at his betrothed’s, he is the Mon- 
ster! A maidservant, opening the door, is at- 
tacked by him. Her screams, before death, 
waken the household, and the noise of the 
approaching people frighten Kristahn away. 
When he comes to consciousness, he is back 
at home, Zahn bending over him. 

Zahn (Mischa Auer) is a malformed unfor- 
tunate whose life Kristahn once saved. Be- 
cause of his ugliness, sinister appearance, the 
villagers distrust him; but he is actually a 
harmless, human creature, loyal to his chosen 
master. Kristahn questions him, demanding 
under what circumstances he discovered him 
this night. Zahn says he followed him, fearing 
for his safety in the dark; saw him stumble, 
hit his head; carried him, unconscious, home. 
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A certain conviction is growing on Kristahn 
but he can get his devoted servant to admit 
nothing further. He declares he must reach 
his financee at once and break their be- 
trothal. 

After he leaves, his friend forces the twisted 
one to confess the terrible truth he has been 
concealing from his master. Zahn, acknowl- 
edges the Doctor to indeed be the Monster; 
outlines how he, his servant, has always ac- 
companied him secretly, to (unsuccessfully) 
attempt to prevent his crimes, afterwards 
disposing of the victims by carrying them to 
the cave. He insists, now, that he must follow 
his Master, to see that no harm befalls him. 
The friend agrees, and both are about to 
hurry after him, when a group of villagers 
arrive. The friend instructs Zahn to leave by 
a back door, while he learns the villager’s 
mission. 

Kristahn has arrived at his financee’s. The 
father feels his pledge to never leave his 
daughter alone cannot possibly be interpreted 
to include the doctor, so discreetly retires. 
The girl notices the light distresses Kristahn’s 
eyes, so snuffs a candle. He is alarmed at 
this but she calms his fear with a caress. 
As they converse, she extinguishes the lamp. 
Kristahn excitedly protests but again she 
casts aside lightly his concerns. The grate- 
fire burns out. At last he feels he must con- 
fess to her the conviction haunting him. “My 
dear,”’ he chokes, ‘I feel I may be the Mon- 
ster.”

‘*Impossible!”’ she laughs. ““And just to prove 
it to you—” She blows out the one remaining 
candle! Here is the film’s eerie-est moment. 
Kristahn tenses. The terrible transformation 
overtakes him. Fiendish becomes his face & 
form. Vision of a@ vampire! His bride-to-be 
backs away, aghast. He leaps at her. ... 

The door bursts open. Confusion. When a 
candle’s lit, Zahn is bending over the pros- 
trate bodies of the girl and his Master. The 
villagers appear, having decided Zahn to be 
the killer, and tracked him here. The situa- 
tion satisfies them completely. ““Zahn—Zahn 
is the murderer!” they cry, convinced. 

To protect his Master, the crippled crea- 
ture accepts the accusation by the action of 
attempting escape. The vigilantes surmise 
he will make for the cave and pursue him 
there. In the meantime, the girl and Kristahn 
are revived. The doctor realizes the awful 
truth about himself. His friend at last ex- 
plains.

Then in 1934 Universal Pictures picked Poe’s 
perpetually popular chill-tale to co-star Bela 
Lugosi & Boris Karloff. The new plot pre- 
sented Lugosi as the victim of devil worship- 
per & arch villain Karloff, who had stolen 
Lugosi’s wife & daughter years before. The 
wife’s remains are now preserved in Karloff’s 
weird mansion and the wronged Lugosi, ina 
non-villainous role, returns for revenge. In 
England the film was mutilated by the touchy 
censors of the 30s, making the cat angle 
vague, but the suggestion was meant to be 
that the spirit of Lugosi’s dead wife had pass- 
ed into a cat, and that, when Lugosi unwit- 
tingly killed the cat out of a mortal dread of 
the animal, he stroyed his wife anew. 

In the ’34 BLACK CAT Lugosi did havea 
terrible revenge on Karloff but at no time did 
the cat reveal a murderer and, despite the 
credits, Poe’s plot was barely used. Karloff 
smiled when he & I recalled the film together 
in recent times, and he commented: “The 
things we did to Poe when he wasn’t around 
to defend himself—!”’ 


RS OF FILALAND 


the cat comes back 


Less than 10 years after its first version 
Universal decided another BLACK CAT was 
in order. It must have revived memories for 
Lugosi for he was also cast in this version, 
as a heavily-mustached Spaniard who was 
the sinister keeper of an eccentric old lady’s 
innumerable cats in a spooky mansion. No 
less than 4 scriptwriters went to work to 
“help out Poe” on this one, and this time 
there was a slightly stronger link with the 
original in that a black cat did give away the 
killer’s secret in the last reel. In the cast of 
this whodunnit was Basil Rathbone. 

Feline terror stalked again at Universal 
when THE CAT CREEPS was creepily pro- 
duced in ’46. Again using the Poe idea of a 
vengeful cat, and resurrecting the reincarna- 
tion suggestions of 1934, the picture had the 
spirit of a murdered old lady passing into the 
body of her cat. And again the villain was 
brought to justice either by genuine super- 
natural means or psychological fear, the 
choice being left to the audience. 

While cats continued, and doubtless will

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continue, to represent a variety of moods in 
films, from the macabre to the merely amus- 
ing, it was some years before a genuine Poe- 
like cat reappeared on the screen. Then, in 
1961, it started all over again—in England— 
with THE SHADOW OF THE CAT. Once 
more an old lady’s cat witnessed her murder, 
and, thru weird psychological pressure, drove 
the killer & his helpers to their deaths... 
then led the police to the burial place of the 
victim. 

In Hollywood, around the same time, AIP 
was also thinking in terms of “The Black 
Cat” and so the story emerged yet again as a 
segment of the Poe trilogy, TALES OF TER- 
ROR. In this one the cat betrayed the foul 
deed of Peter Lorre in entombing Vincent 
Price & his wife alive. 

When, in ’64, AIP decided to make another 
Poe pic in England, the scripter borrowed 
“The Black Cat’? and merged it into THE 
TOMB OF LIGEIA: the jealous wife of Vin- 
cent Price returns from the grave in the form 
of a black cat which terrorizes his new bride. 
The creature dominates the haunting events 
and the origin of the relentlessly evil animal 
is unmistakeable. 

Obviously, black cats are here to stay.
